Italian state railways.

protocol,

drafted today, probably will be signed 
Sunday or Monday. 
The agreem ent 
m arks the conclusion of the discussion 
on deliveries in kind. 
E ngland con 
tended th a t heavy deliveries in kind 
by G erm any injured her own export 
trade, especially in coal, and w anted 
some balancing recompense to prevent 
further stagnation of her already hard 
hit m ining industry.

ground and to leave the south foun­ 
dation wall open for air circulation, i

tight to keep out cold winds. 
F o r a dry concrete floor, eith e r of 
two method s may he used. 
T h e first 
is as follows: 
Build the founda tio n 
w alls; level Hie ground inside, do not 
rem ove an y soil; fill in with 0 to 8 
inches of coarse sand, gravel, or cin­ 
d ers ; an d place IV/* to 4 inches of con­ 
crete floor on top. 
In this con stru c­ 
tion, he su re th e foundations a r e high 
enough for Hie fill of cinders and the 
floor. 
T his raised floor with in su la t­ 
ing fill will lie dry. 
T h e oth er method Is to lay a two- 
course concrete floor with a layer of 
roofing p a p e r between. 
Sometimes the floor itself is not tile 
cause of dampness. 
Then the remedy 
must he sought in a study of the 
care of the house ventilation, litter, 
or sunlight admitted. 


T h e idea of joint sanatoriums conducted by several counties, 
following the plan of Crow Wing and Aitkin counties at Deer- 
wood, is appealing to other counties. 
A proposal that Steele county join with Blue Earth, Waseca, 
Faribault, Watonwan and Nicollet counties, in the construction 
and support of a tuberculosis sanatorium to care for patients of 
the several counties was presented to the Steele county board at 
a special session August 13. 
Although no action was taken til the session, the proposal 
may receive further consideration from the Steele county com­ 
missioners, who have been considering several plans for the care 
of local patients.

Lack of Light or Ventilation 
Discourages He/is. 


Many old poultry houses are lack­ 
ing in light or ventilation or both. 
Where ample light is already provided 
through windows but ventilation is 
inadequate, it Is often best to remove 
the upper sash of the windows, 
lf 
there are not enough windows, addi­ 
tional openings should be cut In the 
upper part of the front wall. 
“Under K ansas conditions it is de­ 
sirable to make these openings equal 
to about one-tenth of the floor space. 
Hail screen over these openings will 
serve to keep the poultry in and ro­ 
dents out,” suggests W alter G. Ward, 
extension 
architect, 
K ansas 
State 
Agricultural college, in giving hints on 
improving 
the 
old 
poultry 
house. 
“Fram es covered with a light weight 
of muslin may be provided in the 
front openings to protect the flock 
during very cold or stormy weather.” 
Many old chicken houses are un­ 
necessarily high and are very cold 
during the w inter months, continues 
the building specialist. 
He says a 
simple remedy is to construct a straw 
ceiling or loft. 
The straw is pref­ 
erably carried on inch mesh poultry 
netting. 
For supports 2x4 Inch cross 
ties placed every 4 feet will be prac­ 
tical. 
About I foot of loose straw is 
placed on the netting and small open­ 
ings in each end above the straw 
serve to keep It dry. The straw is left 
in the poultry house throughout the 
year.

Ingredient of Protein 
Sour skim milk In unlimited quanti­ 
ties gives a higher total and average 
egg production, higher profit over feed 
cost, and produced eggs at a lower 
feed cost than semi-solid buttermilk, 
dried buttermilk, meat scrap or sour 
skim milk whey. 
The dried butter­ 
milk and semi-solid buttermilk pens 
gave a smaller percentage of large eggs 
and a larger percentage of small eggs 
than did the sour skim milk pen. Some 
skim milk whey is inferior to the other 
feeds in every way. 
The dried but­ 
termilk pen gives the highest hatch- 
abillty. 
A comparison of semi-solid and dried 
buttermilk shows the semi-solid pen 
gives higher per cent production and

that a vegetable protein supplement to 
sour skimmed milk, such as peameal, 
alfalfa meal, and beanmeal, is produc­ 
tive and profitable. 
In production and 
profit over feed cost, the supplements 
Tanked: Peameal, alfalfa meal, bean­ 
meal, then no supplement.
